The faults are 
theſe. The rough and harſhe ſtile, being 
rudely and without any good methode 
ſet downe, becauſe I want the helpe of 
thoſe artes, which comly & aptly couch 
ſentences together, whereby the Rea- 
der might take the more delectation in 
reading and peruſing of books. The or- 
der ſhould haue beene amended, if time 
would haue ſuffred, but ſince it is other - 
wiſe, I beſeech thee accept my good 
will. If any of the familie carpe at this 
booke, becauſe of the rudeneſſe thereof, 
let them anſwer it, and a reply will ſpee -

Howe muche more ought 


glorie of our G O D, and the office 


of Chriſte Ieſus our Lorde, ſhalbe ſna- 


dowed and impaired, ve ſleeping ſe- 
curely without touche or motion of 
true zeale or loue? And if we looke in- 

to the daily increaſe of this errour, we 


ſhall then beholde our ſlouth and neg- 


ligence. For in many ſhires of this our 
countrie, there are mectings & conuen- 
ticles of this familie af loue, & into what 
number they are grown, my hart reweth 
to ſpeake, that whichione of the ſame ſo- 


cietie did auouch to me for truth. Ther- 
fore it is time to withſtand their impinus 
opinions, and euerie one according to

of Chriſt, to purge and cleanſe the ſame, 
from the dregges and blaſphemies of H. 
N. and his family. And although many 
errours & much falſe doctrine is taught 
in the family, more then is here expteſ- 
ſed, (whieh to touch all would require a 
longer diſcouerie and a more learned 
Author, — Ihaue ſet downe(for a taſt 
or ſhe w) ſome of their doctrine, that the 
Children of G OD may be armed afore 
hand and take heede of ſuch impious 
blaſphemies as H. M. tcacheth, Many 
Bookes are abroade, which I haue not 
ſeene, and many I hauc ſeene, which 
could not haue the vſe of to reade. For 
except one will be pliant to their doc- 
trine, and ſhewe good will theretoꝶ he 
| ſhall hardly get any of their bookes, no, 
nor they will not conferre, nor talke of 
any pointes of their doctrine with any, 
except it be to ſuch as they finde incli- 
ned & (as they tearme it) willingly min- 
ded thereto, | | 
And here I proteſt, that what my pen 
ſhall vtrer, eithet touching the perſon of 
H. N. or his doctrine, I malice him not, 
nor his familie, 8 pittie thẽ & their 
W A. iiij. caſe, that 
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that ſo ras How gr people are by his 
doctrine ſeduced and deceiued: neither 


will Iauouchie anything, which Thaue 
not-fufficient Warrant to proue . As tou- 
ehing his perſon and behauidur, Ihaue 


the teſtimonle of diners ancient perſõs, 


of good credite of the Dutch church, 
uho haue brene: acquainted with the 

fame H. N. and haue dwelt together in 
one citieʒ and in one ſtreete, beiug neere 
neighbours & familiar friends, ho haue 
ed and reftified the certeintie of 
his behauiour, and deme anour. And tou- 

odtin;Ihaue ved ohis order, 
to ſet down the Authours:owne ſpeech; 
not adding or 'dimjniſhing atiy ching, 

with the name of the Book, Chapter, or 
follio. And whereas I haue directed 
much ſpeech vnto the familic;the cauſe 
is this. I haue beene familiar with ſome 
of them of long time, and haue had large 
diſcourſes and conference with many of 
them: thetefore if my ſimple ſpeech, vt- 

tred by pen, may do any of them good, 

I haue that I defire. And this hath beene 

an other cauſe, why more willingly I 


condeſcended ynto my * 
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And becauſe H. N. and his family haue 

oteſted, that the trueth hath no where 

eene taught in this world fince the A- 
poſtles time, but note by the familie: 
how vaine this their aſſertionis; in it ſelf 
appeateth. For if trueth hath bene hidd 
and buried this 1500. yeares, where is 
become Chtiſtes promile, that he would 
be euer with his to the endꝰ of y world? Matih. ac. 
to hat purpoſe haue ſo many notable 
men luffered Martyrdome, both in the 
ptimatiue Church vnder heathen Em- 
perouts, & daily do ſuffer vnder the per- 
ſeeuting and cruel Papifts? If theſe haue 
not ſuftered for the trueth, where ſhalb 
we ſeelee for truethꝰ at the handes of H. 
NyWhoſe doctrine ſo farxe diſagreeth 
from trueth, as light from darkeneſſe. 
This is a true ſaying, Truth lonerh no cor- 
ners,if the doctrine of H. M be a trueth, 
why is it taught in corners ?why' dare 
none ſtep foorth to maintaine the doc- 
trine of H. N. being euery where ſpoken 
againſt? why dare none of the Iluminate 
Eltlers ('Whichi can not erre nor ſinne) 
come beforethic ſimple ones in Chriſtes 
ſchole, and prouſt their authors doctrine 
a A. v. good 
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bicauſe they will laye to my charge, 


ther 7 bicauſe J reſt, hoping in the ir con- 
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good by the holy Scripture ? Theit an- 
{were is, that feare of death doth cauſe 


them to be ſilent. Did;Chriſt or his Apo- 


ſtles ſo ? Ifwe perteine vnto Chriſte Ie- 
ſus, we muſt be like ynto him in ſuffe- 
ring, that we may reigne with him, (be- 
ing called to witnes the truth.) And this 
is a thing alſo to be wondred at amongſt 
the Familie, that if conference be vrged 


at their handes, they denie it ytterly: if 


diſputation be offered, they flee from it 
egerly. The reaſon is, their doctrine da- 
reth not to abide the light, nor the triall 
of the touchſton. If there were nothing 
elſe to proue their doctrine falſe, this 
were ſufficient. I could declare of diſ- 
ſentions that are amongeſt them, and 
howe many of their great Rabbiues, or 
Illeminate Elders, haue bene plaine Ar- 
riant, and haue recanted at Pauls Croſſe: 
Alſo howe often they haue altered their 
opinions, as well touching communitie 
of things, as diuers other pointes , But 


that I ſceke only to malt them odious 
to the worlde, I ceaſe to fpeake any fur- 


uer-

ierſion, which I beſeech the Lorde our 
roar to grant tor his Chriſts ſake. There 
is one other thing yhich(as they affirm) 
moueth the to be ſilent; bicauſe there is 
no publique Magiſtrate y wil maintaine 
their doctrine |: therefore they are con- 
ſtrainedto be ill. If this be a cauſe fufh - 
cient, let the Reader iudge ; Shall a truth 
be hidden, bicauſe no Magiſtrate will 
giue it maintenance? Certainly if the A- 
poſtles had ceaſed to preach Chriſt, vntil 
they had warrant ſtom the Magiſtrate, I 
thinke many 
conuerted. But I will not let to put them 
in memorie where thei had maintenance 
of a Magiſtrate. Euen in Munſter a citie 
of Mei phalia, where: lobn Leyden, and 
Snipper Dolling, ſheweth the fruites and 
effectes of their doctrine. Nothing they 
taught nor publiſhed; but that which 
they affirmed to receiue from God by 
reuelation.

Ss our God , if is ſo im⸗ 
perfect and coꝛrupt in vs, that J thinks 
they will not nowledge them ſelues 
to be members of ſuch imperfection, It 
they will be of the third, which is of the 
lone we owe one towardes an other, 4 
thinke if they enter in, to ſ& how wean 
and feeble it is in vs, and in euery one of 
Gods childꝛen, we ſhall caſily indge 
howe farre off from that they ſhould be: 
as tf ye loke into S. Pauls firſf Epiſtle 
13, Chapter, verſe 4. there ſhall vou ſee 
the pꝛoperties of love rightly deſcribed: 
how loue boaſteth not, reioyceth not, ſe. 
keth not her owne, reioyceth not in Int» 
quitie, ſuffereth all thinges, beleeueth all 
thinges , hopetl1 all thinges, induretli all 
chinges. But! how theſe ſhall be found in 
any,no, 1 not inthe beſt of Gods chilv2e, 
if we rightly iudge 1 am cannot 
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diſcerne. Df this laſt lone, it they will 
haue their felowſhip,then let the behold 
how vnperkect is their Familie, & con⸗ 
trarie to that thep vainly bꝛag. Where 
H. N. hath wꝛitten theſe woꝛds. We the 
Elders of the holy vnderſtanding ſhall 
reigne vpon the earth in righteouſneſſe, 
= vnder the obedience of loue, judge y 
world with equitie. When theſe things 
ſhall come to paſſe, this dzeamer which 
would be taken foz a Pꝛophet, doth not 
fell vs. Vere Þ maieſt ſe this Pzophete 
perſuading his Familie, 9 the Elders 
ſhall reigne vpon the earth in indge⸗ 
ment and equitie. Who would not fol⸗ 
lowe this authour that (ſo plentifully 
will reward his ſcholers, to make them 
vpon earth Kings and Judges? J doubt 
his woꝛds be no warrants, noꝛ his pꝛo⸗ 
miſe any payment: fo2 it is 28, peres as 
go ſince he made this ſolemne pꝛoteſta⸗ 


tion, and yet none of the Familie do in⸗ 
ioꝑ any part of the pꝛomiſe: but contra⸗ 
rie it doth appeare,y none of his Elders 
neither in England, Flaunders, oꝛ elſe 
where, dare once be ſo bold as to defend 
their dꝛeaming pꝛophet: but ſubtilly in 

ln co2ners 
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co2ners inſinuate vnto the ſimple ſoꝛt, 
t feed them with many outward pꝛomi⸗ 
ſes: but to argue oꝛ diſpute their cauſe 
with any of Gods childꝛen, therein they 
kepe ſilence, and pꝛetend tgno2zance, af- 
firming their elders to be able to defend 
—.— his doctrin, but they 
are but partakers of the holy vnderſtan 
ding, And when you happen to meete a⸗ 
ny of their Elders, you ſhall finde them 
as farre without ſenſe 02 feeling of the 
ſpirit of God, as p yonger ſoꝛt: although 
they can ſet a ſhew of greater grauitie. 
And bicauſe J haue often made mentiõ 
of their Alluminate Elders, J thinke it 
not amiſſe to name one, and the ſame 
noto2toufly known, His name is Chri- 
ſtopher Vittell, a toyner by occupation, 
a man that all the dayes of Qucene Ma- 
rie, was a teacher of theſe famous heres 
tiques the Ar rlans, and at Paules Croſſe 
did ſolemnly in the firſt  yeare of our ſo⸗ 
uereine Ladie Queene Elizabeth, recant 
the ſame errours, as by the regiſter of þ 
| biſhop of Londß doth manifeſtly apeare. 

And nowe,as the olde pꝛouerbe is, he is 
gone, A mo in pris, from euil to worſe.

Such men as can not be content with 
the ſimple trueth taught in the holy 
ſcripture, but curiouſly ſceke foꝛ ſingu⸗ 
laritie, do eaſilp fall into ſuch bypaths, 
as our enimie by his ſubtiltiecan lead 
them vnto. And to ſpeake truelp, this is 
the onely man that hath bzought our 
ſimple people out of the plaine wayes 
of the Loꝛde our God, and hath put ſo 
many toyes of this authour H. N. into 
their heades, that J feare me, they will 
not eaſily be remoued, What trauell he 
bath taken, howe he hath trudged from 
countrie to countrie, and howe he will 
not once moue his ſpeach, if any learned 
o2 godly perſons, that hath any true 
knowledge of the wozde, be pꝛeſent, is 
very wel known:but among the ſimple 
he is peereleſſe , And in deede, the oldeſt 
Elder of our Engliſh Familie, amongſt 
whome he hath his maintenance, his 
wife is reſident in London, with whom 
(as is ſuppoſed) he hath not bene theſe 
two yeares, In co2ners doth this man 
crepe, and dare not ewe his head, noz 
maintaine that doctrine which he hath 
taught: but certaine of his pupils haue 

bene 
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bene impziſoned, who in the end haue 
ſubſcribed againſt the doctrine of H. N. 

which Vittel doth teach.Cuerie doctrin 
whiche is true dare abide the light, but 
the doctr in of H. Nis kept in coꝛners, x 
dare not abide the light: a cerfeine Ar⸗ 
gument that it is a counterfet doctrine, 

Fo2 no one man dare once open his 
mouth, oꝛ put penne to paper fo defends 
their Authoz in England:but among if 
the ſimple, whole capacitie is like vnto 
ware, which will caſily receire euerie 
ſeale oz pꝛint, among ſuch will he ſound 
his frumpe , ſaith the laſt trumpe 
ſhall blowe, by which he vnderſtandeth 
the laſt doctrine which ſhalbe publiſhed 
vpon earth. which is (as he ſaith) this 
doctrineof H. N. Pow he miſerably do⸗ 
eth expound the holie ſcripture vnto the 
ſimple people in cozners,my heart doth 
lament: how he dꝛiueth the true ſenſe 
of the holie Ghoſt info allegoꝛies, it pi⸗ 
tieth me to beare: and other wiſe to ins 
terpꝛet the holie ſcripture, is to ſticke in 
the letter, as ho vntrulp affirmeth. But 
woe be vnto thoſe ſimple people 10 
doe gie care vnfo fach A teachers 
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they can not with the Lozde our God, 
pleade ſimplicitie, and ignoꝛante by no 
meanes can ercuſe them. If the blinde 
leade the blinde, they both fall into the 
ditche. The greateſt grefe that J con- 
ceiue : againſt p Nouices of y Family, 
is, that ſome of them haue bene p2ofeſ- 
ſours of Thziif Jeſus Goſpel accoꝛding 
to the bꝛightneſſe thereof, which by his 
god will and pleaſure he hath reuealed 
in this latter age moſt plentioulſlp: and 
now by the doctrine of this Vittel are 
declined ſo farre, that the true ſenſe of 
the Golpel they deſpiſe, and follo we the 
vaine and fantaſticall hnmoz of Vittels 
allegozies, à man vtterlp vnlearned, 
moze fitte to be a ſcholler in Chzilkes 
ſchwle, then an Jlluminat Elder in the 
Familie, and ſo a teacher. Ve that nes 
uer learned Chꝛiſte Jeſus truely, howe 
ca he teach Chꝛiſt Jeſus to others:? And 
in deede, if he taught Chꝛiſte Jeſus he 
were to be boꝛne withall, but that is 
not the marke they ſhote at: To ſet vp 
H. N. as a P2ophet, to aduante his p2e- 
ceptes,tocredite his ſpeeche, To belœue 
that he is Godded with God and cannot 

krre 
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erre, is their whole indeuour. But as 
monalt the reſt in deede they inſinuate 
a god life, which they pꝛetende to fol- 
lowe : which is as the viſard and cloake 


to hide al the reſt of their groſſe and ab⸗ 
ſurde doctrine, and the hoke and baite 
whereby the ſimple are altogether de- 
cetued , And this is the ſubtiltie of Da- 
than, who otherwiſe could not pꝛeuaile 
with ſuch bewitched doctrine, except it 
were ſhadowed vnder the cloake of out⸗ 
ward holineſle. Fo2 there is no ſound 
argument, « god life is all that is re⸗ 
quired fo2 vs to do, t with this the Fa⸗ 
milie doe ſeeme to pꝛeſſe Gods childꝛen 
often in conference. Fo2 if p will ſerue 
to ſaluation, I ſœ not how the Jewe oz 
Turke can be excluded, whoſe wozkes 
outwardly(if they be viewed) ſhall cons 
demne vs. 

Powe cloſe vnto the letter of the 
lawe doeth the Jewe ſticke? How wil- 
linglp doe they abide as vagants and 
baniſhed men in euerie countrie? How 
pitifully doe they releeue the bꝛethꝛen 
whiche want? ſo that none is found to 
want that, which another is not rea⸗ 
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all this auayle? Fo2 ſo much as they 
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dy fo ſupply: which are notes & markes 
of charitie, oꝛ loue, and truely! inimy 0- 
pinton we come not nere the Jewe in 


But J pꝛap pou, what doeth all this 
auaile without a true and a righte 
fayth in Chꝛiſt Jeſus the ſonne of God? 
The Turke likewiſe is a great t dili⸗ 
gft obſeruer ofhis Alcaron, a great faſ⸗ 
ter 0; abſteiner,a great giuer ot almes, 
diligent in pꝛaper, ſeuere in kœpi keping 
his woꝛde and pꝛomile, verie charie in 
keping his Sabbathes, verie obedi⸗ 
ent to Pꝛinces and Magiſtrates: and to 
ſpeak truth, in many outward vertues 
doth farre excell vs Chꝛiſtians, (to our 
ſhame it may be ſpoken, ) but what doth 


blaſpheme Chꝛiſt the ſonne of God, and 
denie his Godhed, and reſurrection, they 
haue no part noꝛ fellowſhip with vs of 
the pꝛomiſe of God, touching Cheiſt our 
Loꝛd, neither are partakers of his mer⸗ 
cie, which thꝛough Chꝛiſte we feele in 
our heartes, to our great conſolation ⁊ 
tcomfoꝛt. Without faith it 1s vnpoſſ is 


ble to pleaſe God. 
There 
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Therefoꝛe „ aàright faith in Chziſte 
dur Lo2d,is chefely to be required and 
ſought after, and then our wozkes will 
ofneceſſitie follow. Fo2 it is the pzoper 
fruite of that excellent trie: a true faith 
tan neuer be without his works, which 
ſticke ſo cloſe together, that they are in⸗ 
ſeparable. a faithfull man tan neuer be 
without god woꝛkes, no moze then fire 
can be without heate. And yet a faithful 
man is not without ſinne, as H. N. doth 
auouche of his regenerate man. We 
haue many examples to pꝛoue, that a 
faithfull man oz a regener at man, doth 
ſinne often, and to vſe the wozdes of ths 
Fuba Daujd:Septies in die cadit iuſtus, 

uen times a day doth the righteous fal. 
This cãnot by — 9 of a faiths 
full and regenerat man, Dauid was re» 
generate when he fell into whozedoms 
and murther. Peter was regenerat whe 
he denied with curſing Chpiſfon dur Lozd. 
Paule was regenerate when he ſolemn⸗ 


ly pꝛonounced theſe woꝛdes. Chriſt Ie. 
ſus came into the world to ſaue ſinners, 


of the which number Tam the pre ateſt. 
And 7 am * that we are neuer 
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ſo ncere vnto God our Loꝛde, as when 
we feele ſinne moſte heauie. God cal⸗ 
leth not ſuch as be emptie, o2 feele not 
the loade of ſinne ; but , come vnto me 
all ye that are laden with ſinne, L will re- 
freſhe you. J ſpeake not of the repꝛo⸗ 
bate,who in beds feele in this life a hell 
in their conſcience, and do diſpaire : but 
GO DoS childꝛen do feele themſelues 
wounded with ſinne, euen to death, but 


by grace giuen from aboue, they doe 


apply that ſouereigne ſalue, that whol⸗ 
ſome medicine, Chziſte Jeſus, whoſe 
paſſion hath purchaſed, whoſe bloud 
bath cleanſed , whole death hath cured 
all our diſeaſes and maladies ; This 
comfo2t doth H. N. take away from his 
Family,and placeth in fed thereof his 
owne pꝛeteptes, without comfozt to a 
troubled minds. Fo2 his doctrine is, 
That we muſt grow vp vnto the man- 
ly oldeneſſe in the loue, which in plaine 
tear mes, is to growe to perfection, and 
to be without ſinne, which they affirme 
in this life to be bꝛought to paſſe, It 
this be god doctrine, then the holie

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Chapter, If we ſay we haue no ſinne we 
deceiue our ſelues, and there is no truth 
in vs. Likewiſe Paule Rom.8 verſ.20.

ture doth pꝛoue, that God hath ſhut vp 
all vnder — Now if H. N. oz his JI- 
luminate Clders will fill auouch that 
they are without ſinn, Then may Jas 
truly aledge p they are without Chꝛiſt. 
Let the terrible example of Sharpe and 
Allin moue you focoſider,how deſperat 
a doctrine pou tmb2ace , whoſe ſouden 
deaths, without any cemfozt in Chꝛiſt, 
| may 
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may remaine as an example to all poſs 
teritie, F02 the Authoꝛ of this errour is 
Satan, who in a deſperate ſtate leaueth 
his pupils. F02 it was pꝛide that cauſed 
almightie G O D to execute his iudge⸗ 
ment vpon him, his ſtate being angeli⸗ 
tal: ſo likewiſe he ſceketh to bꝛing man 
into the ſame deſtruction by the. ſame 
meanes, thꝛough pꝛide and pꝛelumpti⸗ 
on, that we are pure & without ſinne, 
and fo exalting our ſelues, we might 

you the ſwifter damnation, Foz Al- 
tie God hath caſt our condition 
a ſo lowe, that wout his mercie ſet 
fo:th by Chꝛiſte, we all periſhe: as is 
witnelled by Paule, * God hath inclu« 
ded vs vnder ſinne. * Alſo both Iewes 
and Gentiles are ynder ſinne, (as it is 
wꝛiten, ) There is none righteous, no not 
one, &c. We are neuer "fo neere vnto 
our God, as when we feele our ſinne as 
a burthen o2 heauie loade lying vppon 
our conſcience , noz neuer further off; 
then when we fele oꝛ teſfifie that we 
are without ſinne : which-perſuaſion 
Sathan doth ferde our humours with⸗ 


all, contrarie to the holie Scripture.

of the Familie of Loue. 
Therfoꝛe, J conclude that this pꝛin⸗ 
ripts;to line in this life without nne, 
is merely the ſuggeſtion ol Sathan. 
and not of. the ſpir ite of God. Chrift 
Leis came into tw worlde to ſaue ſin- 
ners.

dꝛawe the ſame into an allegoꝛie, what 
do we leaue certain, that our faith may 
depend vpon 2 and where is our hope, it 
allegoꝛies map haue plate : Foz as 1 
ſaide befoze, they expound this place ol 
Saint Paule.1.Coz2.15;The jſt 
ſhall blowe, and the dead ſhall auf; l 
The-laft trump is the laff-voctrin whi⸗

intangled, ( with ſozrow I ſpeak it, and 
F wold to God that the chiefeſt place in 
this realme were fre of theſe men. Jf 
we ſhould examine what is the cauſe ol 
this errour: @urely our ſinnes is the 
chiefe, which doth pꝛouoke the iuſtice of 
GDD, to afflict vs with luch falſe teas 
chers, and the negligence of our mini⸗ 
fters, which eyther can not, oz will not 
impugne their errour in countrie tow⸗ 
nes where it is imbꝛaced. The malice 
of Sathan is not behind, who ſteing the 

ioyful ſucceeding ofthe Goſpell ol Chꝛiſt 

the ſonne ol God, doth ſtirre his ſtumps 

in his members, to impugne the ſame. 
There is no Apothecarie in the woꝛlde 

able to qualific the bitterneſle of his po⸗ 
tion o2 medicine, as our enimie is to 
qualiſie the bitter and poyſoned doctrin 
of H. N. ę Vittel, with ſuch ſwirte pꝛe⸗

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E cloaks to ſhadow hozrible blaſphem tc. 
Such ſubtiltie hath Sathan, that nowe 
enuping Chꝛiſt Jeſus ⁊ his goſpel, doth 
ſtirre vp his members to diſquiet the 
Church of God with this abſurd 4 ſenſ- 
leſſe errour. And ſurely we were foze- 
warned of ſach ſeduters, that in the lat⸗ 
ter times would deceiue the ſimple : the 
holy Ghoſt doth ſet the foꝛth what kind 
of men they ſhould be, pꝛoud boaſters, p 
they haue the ſpirite ol God, as is wit⸗ 
neſſed: i. Tim. 4. verſ.i. In the latter days 
ſome ſhal depart from the faith, and ſhal 
giue heede vnto the ſpirits of errour, and 
doctrimes of diuels. And againe, the 2. 
Epiſt. 3. chap.verſ.3. Hauing a ſhewe of 
godlineſſe, but haue denied the power 
thereof: turne away therefore from ſuch. 
Alſo Meter. 2. Epiſt.2. Chap. verſ i. But 
there were falſe Prophetes alſo among v 
people, euen as there ſhall bee falſe tea- 
chers among you, which priuily ſhall 
bring in damnable hereſies, euẽ denying 
y Lord that hath bought them, & bring 
vpon them ſelues ſwift damnation, and 
many {hal folow their damnable wayes, 
by whome the way of trueth ſhalbe euil 
{ſpoken of, The 
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The ſame Chapter, verſe 21, For it had 
bene better for them, not to haue kno- 
wen tlie way of righteouſheſle, then af- 
ter they haue knowne it, to turne from 
the holy commaundement giuen vnto 
them. Alſo the Epiſtle of Jude, verſe 4. 
For there are certame men crept in, whi- 
che were of olde ordained to this con- 
demnation, yngodly men they are, whi- 
che turne the grace of God into wan- 
tonneſſe, which denie God the onely 
Lord, and our Lord Ieſus Chriſt. Thus 
hath the holy Gholt decyphered all falſe 
teachers, and giuen warning to his 
childꝛen to beware of them. It is neceſ- 
ſarie that hereſies be( ſatth .

There⸗ 
foze; pou that are entered into the Fa⸗ 
milie, thꝛough the werte 4 ſugred per⸗ 
ſnaſions of Vittell oz any others, J be⸗ 
ſtech vou, euen fo2 5 Lo2dChaiftes ſake, 
conſiver from whome vou are departed, 
euen from our Lozde Jeſus, who- hath 

bought you, whoſe armes are ſtretched 
abꝛoade, ready fo receine pou againe, 
with the retoycing of Angels ouer your 
connerfion, ow acceptable youſhoulp 
be vnta Chꝛiſt his Church by-p: ofe ſhal 
be perceived, but eſperially how benefi- 
ciall vou ſhall be thereby fo your owne 
ſouls, and what reſt to your conſcience, 
done tan exppꝛeſſe, but ſuch as taſte the

tame not vnto the Loꝛde Jeſus, noꝛ are 
partakers of his death. Therefore it᷑ ve 
willingly perſenere and continne 'fol- 
towers of H. N. Vittel, oz anpſuch;you 
are ſtrangers in Chziſtes [chwir; and it 
will be ſaide vnto vou, Depart; Fknowe 
you not. Auopde thereloꝛe the daunger 
pe be in, acknowledge that pour teas 
Thers may orre, and are moitall men. 
Foz ſince the-Apoltles times, there haue 
bene none ſo pꝛiniledged, dut that he 
might errs. The olde wꝛiters did euer 
giue that title vnto the holy Scripture, 
and deſired to be belteued no further, the 
they agreed with the ſame:but your tea- 
chers will needes haue their doctcine to 
bo credited and beleeued, without era- 
mination oꝛ triall. Aſuredly- if vou did 
viſcerne them aright by the holy hiſto⸗ 
rie, vou ſhould eaſily perceiue thẽ detei⸗ 
uers, and your felfe deceiued. Foz ikit 
be a trueth they teach vnto vou, why

a certaine noteandmark;that then per⸗ 
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ueth not. Euery truth is able to defend 
it ſelfe,eſpectally the truth of God: and 
it is of that courage t boldneſſe, p there 
is no power, ( be it neuer ſo mightie) 
but it dare ſtand faſt and abide the tri⸗ 
all, ſo inuincible a vertue is truth. Did 
Chꝛiſte oꝛ his Apoſtles, being thꝛeate⸗ 
ned not to publiſh a truth, conceale the 
ſame foz feare of life?

Pon once did abhoꝛre the 
Pope as Antichziſt, and nowe doe im⸗ 
b2ace an Authour, a right chicken of the 
Church of Rome, who hath opened the 
myſteries of the Paſſe, and euerp tri⸗ 
fling toy therein, at large, in his boke 
intituled, A declaration of tlie Maſſe. 
Alas bꝛethꝛen, is your faith which once 
you had in the mercifull pꝛomiſes of 
Chꝛiſte Jeſus come fo this, that an ob⸗ 
ſcure man, whoſe perſon you knowe 
not, and whoſe boks pou did neuer vn⸗ 
derſtand aright, hath ſtopped that liue⸗ 
ly fountaine, that did once flow in you?

Upon this perfaaſion it cometh to 
pille,y few 02 none in the Familie doth 
credite 02 belene any other that teach, 
except H.N.oz his Claers.Yow' perni⸗ 
tious this matter is, if you credifehis 
ſpeach,ſhal appeare, And il truth be tied 
onelp to H. N. and his Elders, in hows 
miſerable a caſe ſtand all the wozld be⸗ 
ſides : our faith is in vaine, our hope is 
fruſtrate, our toinfoꝛt in Chꝛiſte Jeſus 
quatled, and of all creatures we are the 
molt miſerable.
